Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not found to be persuasive. 
The applicant's specification does not provide a clear definition of "minimal path width." The specification simply states that the paths are 
usually "so small" that they are hardly visible. The examiner used a reasonable definition from Webster's, "very small", in interpreting the 
claims. The Morimoto reference teaches that Fig. 7, like Fig. 6, has a part 15 which is made up of parts 13 and 14 even though it is not 
shown in Fig. 7 (see col. 7lines 3-23). The metal film 16 is the same metal film of 12 just parts of 12 are etched (see col. 7, lines 3-23. 
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
